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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendments have changed the scope of the claims to a scope which has not been previously 
considered. Claims 1 and 31 have been amended to include limitations of allowable claim 4, however, not all of the limitations of Claim 4 
have been incorporated into claims 1 and 31 . Claim 4, as previously presented, recited the limitation of "the bus protocol compliant signal 
is an Advanced High-Performance Bus (AHB) bus error signal". Claims 1 and 31 have been amended to include the limitation "the bus 
protocol compliant signal is an Advanced High Performance Bus (AHB) signal". The bus protocol compliant signal being an AHB signal is a 
narrower scope than previously considered for claims 1 and 31 , and a broader scope than the bus protocol compliant signal being an AHB 
bus error signal as considered in the allowability of claim 4. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that the cited prior art does 
not disclose that responding with the bus protocol compliant signal alows the master component to continue operating without violating bus 
protocols while the slave component is being reset, and a signal that allows the master component to continue operating without violating 
bus protocols while the slave component is being reset (See Page 12 Paragraph 4 - Page 13 Paragraph 1). In response, the Examiner 
notes that, as indicated in the previous rejection, Evans discloses that responding with the master component bus protocol compliant signal 
allows the master component to continue operating without violating said master component bus protocol while the slave component is 
being reset (See Column 3 Lines 38-51). Applicant has argued that claims 1 and 31 are allowable, as the limitations of allowable claim 4 
have been incorporated into claims 1 and 31 (See Page 13 Paragraph 2). However, as indicated above, claims 1 and 31 have not been 
amended to incorporate all of the limitations of allowable claim 4, and thus require further search and consideration. 
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
